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_ Che Credibility of the Resurrection of Jesus 
» | ® The resurrection of Jesus holds an 


@Pvortant place in the believer's life. 


Paul says in 1 Cor. 15:14, “And if 
Christ be not risen, then is our 
preaching vain, and your faith is also 
vain.” If it were not for the rising of 
Christ from the dead, the Christian 
hope would be lost. We want to notice 
the credibility of the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ; that is, just how much 
credit do we give to the resurrection, 
what quality of being believable is the 
resurrection? 

1. The nature of Christ’s resurrec- 
tion. Christ died for the sins of 
the world. He was buried and rose 
again the third day, according to 
scripture. Christ was God manifest in 
the flesh. He had a human body just 
like we have. He never did cease to be 
God, but He was God dwelling in the 
flesh. Jesus died just like any other 
human being dies. His resurrection 
was not a swoon or resuscitation. He 
didn’t just faint or go off in a coma, 
to be revived again. No, He really died. 

When God created man, He created 
him holy; but man failed God by 
transgression. * Ever since Adam 
sinned, sin has been upon the human 
race. We are all children of wrath by 
nature. God loved the world He had 
created, yet the carnal mind cannot 
please God, for it is enmity against 
God. God gave Moses the law for the 
people. We read that the law was a 
schoolmaster to bring us to Christ. 
Paul tells us in Rom. 8:3, “For what 
the law could not do, in that it was 
weak through the flesh, God sending 
his own Son in the likeness of sinful 
flesh, and for sin, condemned sin in 
the flesh.” God so loved this world 
He gave His Son to die for the sins of 
the world. The Father gave the Son, 
yet the Son was willing. 

Christ’s resurrection was a literal 
resurrection of the physical body of 
Jesus Christ from Joseph’s tomb in 
the garden. 

2. Proofs of Christ’s resurrection. 
For a proof of Christ’s resurrection we 
have the empty tomb. The women 
went early in the morning of the first 
day of the week with spices to anoint 
the body of Jesus; but they found the 
stone rolled away and the tomb 
empty. The two men in shining gar- 
ments asked the women why they 
were seeking the living among the 
dead. Praise God! He is risen. He 
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Christ 


1 Cor. 15:1-4; Acts 1:1-3 
MRS. RUTH STARNES 


came out victorious over death, hell, 
and the grave. Although Christ had 
told them He would rise again, they 
did not seem to understand. We have 
people today who don’t understand 
and are seeking Christ among the 
dead; but, thank God, my Bible tells 
me He is risen and is alive forever- 
more. 


Jesus showed Himself alive many 
times before He ascended back to 
heaven. We have many witnesses in 
the Bible, who saw Jesus before He 
ascended. Jesus commanded the dis- 
ciples not to depart from Jerusalem, 
but to wait for the promise of the 
Father (the Holy Ghost), who would 
guide and comfort them. He told 
them they would receive power after 
the Holy Ghost had come upon them, 
and would be witnesses unto Him in 
Jerusalem, Judea, Samaria, and to the 
uttermost parts of the earth. After He 
spoke these words He was taken up 
and a cloud received Him out of their 
sight. The disciples witnessed His cru- 
cifixion, saw Him alive after His res- 
urrection, and were with Him when 
He was taken back to heaven. 


Paul was a witness of the resurrec- 
tion of Jesus. On the road to Damas- 
cus he was struck down by a light 
from heaven and he said, “Who art 
thou, Lord?” Paul says in 1 Cor. 15:8, 
“And last of all he was seen of me al- 
so, as of one born out of due time.” 
Jesus was seen of above five hundred 
brethren at one time. He showed 
Himself alive after His passion by 
many infallible proofs, being seen on 
different occasions by different ones. 


We have our own Christian experi- 
ence today as a proof of His resurrec- 
tion. Rom. 6:5, 6, “For if we have been 
planted together in the likeness of his 
death, we shall be also in the likeness 
of his resurrection: knowing this, 
that our old man is crucified with 
him, that the body of sin might be 
destroyed, that henceforth we should 
not serve sin.” Rom. 8:11, “But if the 
Spirit of him that raised up Jesus 


from the dead dwell in you, he that 
raised up Christ from the dead shall 
also quicken your mortal bodies by 
his Spirit that dwelleth in you.” Verse 
16, “The Spirit itself beareth witness 
with our spirit, that we are the chil- 
dren of God.” 

3. The necessity of the resurrec- 
tion. Jesus’ resurrection was ne-es- 
sary because the sinlessness of His 
life made it impossible that He should 
be holden of death. Therefore, God 
raised Him up, loosing the pangs of 
death. Jesus’ resurrection vindicated 
the truth of all His claims. He said on 
one occasion, “For as Jonas was three 
days and three nights in the whale’s 
belly, so shall the Son of man be three 
days and three nights in the heart of 
the earth.” Then again Jesus said to 
the Jews, “Destroy the temple and in 
three days I will raise it up.” He was 
speaking here about the temple of 
His body. 

Jesus’ resurrection was a sign of 
God’s approval. It showed that God 
accepted Christ’s redemptive work in 
our behalf. He was delivered for our 
offenses and was raised for our jus- 
tification. “For by one man’s disobe- 
dience many were made sinners, so by 
the obedience of one shall many be 
made righteous,” Rom. 5:19. 

4. The result of Christ’s resurrec- 
tion. Christ’s resurrection marked 
Him off in a unioue sense. Rom. 1:4, 
“And declared to be the Son of God, 
with power, according to the spirit of 
holiness, by the resurrection from the 
dead.” Christ’s resurrection assures 
the believer of his acceptance with 
God. If Christ be not raised, our faith 
would be vain, we would still be in our 
sins. But Christ is risen indeed, and 
He became the first fruits of them 
that slept. The first Adam was made 
a living soul but the second Adam a 
quickening Spirit. 

Christ’s resurrection grants the 
Holy Ghost to the believer and as- 
sures him of all needed power. On the 
day of Pentecost, when the Holy 
Ghost was given, all who received 
Him spoke with other tongues. Some 
of the people were amazed and said, 
“What meaneth this?” Others mock- 
ing said the men were full of new 
wine. But Peter preached Jesus Christ 


and Him crucified to the people. He 
said, “This Jesus hath God raised

Remedying Juvenile Delinquency 


The following commendable report 
comes by RNS from Wilson, N. C.: 

“Tired of people who do nothing 
about the juvenile delinquency prob- 
lem but talk about it, a Negro preach-: 
er here decided to take the matter 
into his own hands, and his one-man 
crusade has brought’ such amazing 
results that it has won the commenda- 
tion of city officials. J 

“Unable to get anyone to help him, 
the preacher, Rev. O. B. Beaman, who 
has a small church in a mill district, 
rolled up his sleeves three months ago 
and went to work himself. Each day, 
he checks poolrooms, beer parlors, 
bowling alleys, and motion picture 
theatres. When he finds Negro youths 
of school-age in any of them, he per- 
sonally escorts the offenders back to 
school. 

“Negro juveniles found in such 
‘hangouts,’ or roaming the streets 
late at night, are taken to their homes 
where heart-to-heart talks are held 
with both the youngsters and their@ 
parents. 

“During the three months the min- 
ister has been patrolling the city on 
foot, juvenile delinquency among Ne- 
groes has dropped off sharply, ac- 
cording to police records. At the same 
time, records show that school at- 
tendance has increased. 

“Wilson police say that Beaman 
‘has done more for the Negro young 
people in town than anyone else has 
done in the past decade.’ ”

Yes, the tomb was empty! All the . 


atheists have to admit this. Schenkel, 
the old infidel, says, “It is an indis- 
putable fact that in the early morning

found to be empty.” Surely! It was 
empty, and explaining the empty 
grave is the grave and unsolved prob- 
lem of the enemy. If there be no resur- 
rection, then either His foes or His 
friends took the body away. But re- 
member, great sums of money were 
paid to those soldiers when they were 
instructed to say, “His disciples came 
by night and stole him away while 
we slept.” But what proof is there that 
the discouraged, despondent, heart- 
broken disciples would have stolen His 
body? How could they go with this lie 
on their lips, preach the resurrection, 
suffer the persecutions, and finally 
give their lives for only a lie? Impos- 
sible! There is one thing sure, His en- 
emies didn’t steal the body of Jesus, 
for if they had, they would have pro- 
duced it later to disprove the resurrec- 
tion. 

Some higher critics say that Jesus 
never died, that He was just in a 
swoon, that the odor of the spices and 
the cool air of the tomb revived Him 
and He came back, got up and left 
the tomb. But could Jesus do that 
after suffering the beating, the cruci- 
fixion, and the loss of so much blood? 


Could you imagine Him physically 
surviving and struggling about at- 
tempting to convince the already 
doubtful, disbelieving disciples of His 
resurrection and asking them to go tell 
the world about His Church that they 
were to promote? No! a_ thousand 
times no! Jesus would never have 
tried such a thing. 

Renan and Strauss, infidels, said 
the disciples were hallucinated, that 
they thought they saw the Christ but 
didn’t. The Bible gives a definite rec- 
ord of some ten or eleven actual ap- 
pearances of the Lord. 

Mary loved Jesus not only while the 
crowds were applauding, but after one 
had sold Him, another denied Him, 
and all the rest had forsaken and 
fled. That true love brought her early 
to the tomb to anoint the body, and 
there she was honored to be the first 
to carry the Easter message that “He 
is not here, but is risen as he said.”

The two disciples, going to Em- 
maus, walked possibly for hours with 
Jesus, their hearts just burning with- 
in them, yet did not know Him to be 
the Christ until He blessed the bread. 
Were they hallucinated? No! a vision 
is generally only momentarily or just 
a few minutes, and this must have 
been a much longer time. 

Then over five hundred brethren 
saw Him at one time, said Paul. Truly 
Christ’s resurrection was a fact unde- 
niable. And more than that, it was a 
spiritual force, which changes men’s 
lives. Through fellowship with the 
risen Christ, men rise from the death 
of sin to a life in holiness. 

Besides the empty tomb the God- 
haters can’t account for, there is the 
Lord’s day. Why was the worship on 
the Sabbath changed to that of the 
first day of the week? Then why the 
Christian Church? Why do we have 
the New Testament, if there was noth- 
ing at all to this story? Dear ones, I 
tell you that Jesus Christ was every- 
thing He claimed Himself to be. He 
said He was the resurrection and the 
life and He proved it while He was 
right here on the earth. 

Lazarus had been dead for four 
days when Jesus came. Martha said,

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This is an age of power. Vast ma- 
chines do the work of a host of men. 
Huge turbines turn ceaselessly in the 
creation of electrical energy. Swift 
planes fly overhead carrying men and 
equipment to distant lands on mis- 
sions of peace and war. Everywhere 
one turns he is amazed at the power 
that the ingenuity of man has been 
able to harness. Here in our great na- 
tion the average person has at least 
ten mechanical slaves working for 
him each day. The average child has 
become accustomed to this wonderful 
age and does not seem to even be 
amazed at this great display of force. 

Where did all this power come 
from? Has man been able to produce 
one particle of it? The answer is no. 
All that man has done in this machine 
age has been to harness a small por- 
tion of the latent power present in 
this great universe of ours. In spite 
of the great strides made by scientists 
in recent years, they have not even 
begun to tap the vast resources of 
God’s earth. 

We are told that there is present in 
one thimbful of water enough energy 
to drive a mighty oceanliner across 
the Atlantic. Thirty-five minutes of 
sunlight would supply the power re- 
quirements of the United States for 
one year. Dr. William Coolidge, di- 
rector of Research Laboratory of 
the General Electric Company, states: 
“We may be able to get as much 
energy from a pound of uranium as 
from millions of pounds of coal.” 
Think of the millions of kilowatt 
hours of electricity derived from the 
water impounded behind huge dams 
and think, too, of the still vaster 
bodies of water that have never been 
used at all. 


When one stops to think of these 
things and the fact that all matter 
consists of forms of energy, he can- 
not but say, “Surely God is great and 
good.” Not only has He created all 
this power and energy, but He holds 
it under control and aids puny man to 
benefit by its presence. Suppose all 
this vast universe should go awry. 
No one can imagine just what would 
happen. However, we can safely say 
that the effect would be cataclysmic 
insofar as we mortals are concerned. 

Men have always loved to see power 
displayed. Israel, seeing the pomp and 
splendor of the kings of other nations, 
desired that she, too, might have a 
king. A king is a symbol of power. He 
represents the nation he rules, and 
the greater the nation the more Os- 
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tentatious will he and his court be- 
come. People love to see their king 
bedecked in all his finery and royal 
trappings. This visible display shows 
off his power and makes them proud 
of the nation they are. Think it not 
strange, then, that the multitudes did 
not receive Jesus so readily. Surely 
there did not seem to be much power 
about Him. Yes, He healed the sick 
and even raised the dead, but this was 
not the kind of power that men looked 
for in a king. 

Could not our Lord have displayed 
His power to all as He did to Peter, 
James and John on the Mount of 
Transfiguration? Surely He could 
have done this and more as well, but 
it was not the plan of our Lord to 
show His power in this way. No, He 
was to die, and that ignominously. 
His power was to be manifested in 
such a way that it could be a benefit 
to all. He did not come to receive the 
acclaim and plaudits of a bigoted 
race. This was to come later. His 
ministry in the world was of a dif- 
ferent and more important nature. 

The hope of all creation was in the 
person of this man of Galilee. Little 
did they of Israel know of the innate 
power present in the body of our Lord. 
Had they known who He was, they, no 
doubt, would not have crucified Him. 
Yet it was God’s plan that He die, 
for if He die not then how could He 
be resurrected and give to us the glory 
that is to be ours? Yes, He had to die. 
The divine atom had to be split before 
the pent-up power therein could be 
released for the needs of us _ all. 
Death was caused by man, so should 
the resurrection be caused by man. 
1 Cor. 15:21. 

Paul, the aged, in Phil. 3:10, 11, 
expressed three longings. First, that 
he might know Him and the power of 
His resurrection. Second, that he 
might know the fellowship of His 
suffering, and lastly, that he might 
attain unto the resurrection of 
the dead. The Apostle felt that he 
must know something of the power 
of the resurrection and that which it 
had accomplished if he was to become 
like Jesus and finally be with Him. 
The same is true with us. So let us for 
a while consider some facts con- 
cerning the power of His resurrection. 


All winter long the earth has been 
in mourning. The dead and sombre 
trees have stood in awful silence, at- 
testing the fact that life is hanging in 
abeyance. The white mantles of snow 
that covered all this gloom served but 
to harbinger a hope of something 
better later. Now spring is in the air. 
Everywhere one can see nature preen- 
ing herself in preparation for a 
gala summer. Life, vibrant, virile and 
invigorating, is felt by all. The 
animate become ambitious and gam- 
bol about for joy. The inanimate 
are festooned with beauty by a God 
who perfects praise in all that He 
creates. 

What has spring to do with Easter? 
some may ask. Very much I would 
say. The very fact of spring tells us 
the truths of the resurrection. Had 
Job read the Bible? Had he heard a 
sermon on the resurrection? Had some 
itinerant preacher come through the 
land of Uz preaching of the resur- 
rection? None of these things had 
happened. Why, then, could Job have 
spoken of the future life as he did 
in the 14th and 19th chapters of his 
writings? The answer is simple. Job 
was a philosopher. He had witnessed 
the seasons in their annual parading. 
He had planted seed and seen the 
results. Perhaps ’twas spring when 
his calamities occurred. All of these, 
together with the actuating power of 
the Holy Ghost, were sufficient in 
themselves to bring forth his sublime 
utterances concerning the resurrec- 
tion. 


Therefore, His resurrection was to 


be of such power that it guided the 


will of God in making the seasons. 
Who can see the splendor of spring 
without praising the Christ for 
braving the terrors of Calvary that 
He might become the first fruits of 
them that slept? Praise God for His 
knowledge and power in making this 
an ordered and glorious universe. If 
the resurrection could have such an 
effect on the realm of nature, how 
much greater effect should it have 
on the human race? For after all, 
everything else that was created was 
for the glory and benefit of mankind. 
The portrayal of the rising of Jesus 
in nature was not for nature’s bene- 
fit, but rather to school us in the 
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facts of it. 

Our whole system of apologetics 
depends on our proving that Jesus 
rose again. Christ is Christianity and 
the fact of His resurrection raises Him 
above the pale of others and makes 
His divinity certain. 

Paul was a Pharisee and the Phari- 
sees, as opposed to Sadducees, believed 
in the resurrection. In the well-known 
resurrection chapter, 1 Corinthians 
15, we are told that “if there be no 
resurrection of the dead, then is 
Christ not risen: And if Christ be not 
risen, then is our preaching vain, and 
your faith is also vain... ye are yet in 
your sins . . . they also which are 
fallen asleep in Christ are perished.” 
For years good men had been thinking 
and talking of the resurrection. Some 
of the most heated and lengthy argu- 
ments of antiquity were those regard- 
ing this grand fact. Now here is the 
man Christ Jesus who argues but lit- 
tle about the matter, yet comes forth 
victorious over death, hell and the 
grave. Little did those Pharisees, who 
criticized Him, think that this man 
would be the fruition of their ex- 
pectations concerning the resurrec- 
tion. 

“If a man die, shall he live again?” 
was the question asked by Job. Mil- 
lions had answered it in the affirma- 
tive and millions more in the nega- 
tive. None knew the real facts in the 
matter until He came and gave to us 
all the real knowledge of its power 
and significance. In other words, in- 
stead of death being an enigma or 
puzzle, it becomes a hope for some- 
thing better. So in His resurrection 
He had power to answer the question 
which had been troubling men 
through the ages. There did not seem 
to be much physical power in Mary’s 
Son while He lived. He became weary, 
hungry and sleepy as did others. 
His humiliation during His trial, 
and His agony on the cross were as 
real and as intense as those that 
would be felt by any human being 
under like circumstances. Once He 
was dead though, the picture changed. 
No sooner had His soul loosed itself 
from its human mooring than it went 
to work carrying out the mission that 
could at last be accomplished. 


Although His body lay in the grave, 
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He was busy elsewhere. Didn’t He tell 
the penitent thief that he would be 
with Him in paradise immediately? 
Therefore, His ministry was not yet 
completed. While His few faithful 
followers mourned the loss of their 
beloved and while the leaders of the 
Sanhedrin rejoiced in the dastardly 
crime they had perpetrated, He was 
proclaiming liberty to the captives in 
Sheol, who were really prisoners of 
hope. All who had died true followers 
of God were now hearing the mes- 
sage of deliverance. That which they 
had embraced by faith afar off, had 
now come nigh unto their dwelling. 
Even though they made their abode 
in another realm, hallelujah, God is 
to be praised and His Son honored for 
the accomplishment of the resurrec- 
tion. 

For a few hours His body did lay in 
the dampness of the tomb, but only 
then to fulfill the prescribed plan of 
God. “That which thou soweth is not 
quickened except it die.” He had to 
taste death for every man before the 
glory of His resurrection could follow. 
He had to tackle the monster, death, 
and become defiled by the thing be- 
fore He could prove Himself victor 
over it. So in arising from the tomb 
He showed not only His power over 
the physical universe, but over the 
natural and spiritual universes as 
well. , 

What are some of the effects of 
His resurrection that are evident to- 
day? First of all, the Church of God 
is in existence because of the fact 
that He died and rose again. Did not 
He purchase it with His own blood? 
Of what value would a purchase be 
if one could not live to enjoy it? Then, 
too, the effect of this mighty miracle 
is felt in the bosom of all who 
sorrow at the loss of one loved. 

Did He not rise again? and hath 
He not promised to present us be- 
fore His Father’s throne in glory? Had 
He not risen as promised, we would be 
indeed hopeless, but He did arise and 
we are children of hope and hope does 
not terrorize, neither does it make us 
ashamed. 

Man has boasted of the fact that 
he can sustain life apart from the 
body for a certain period and under 
certain conditions. Here is the Sav- 
























ior, though, who restores life to bodies 
long since decayed and destroyed. 
Talk about power, there was no way 
for mortal man to even imagine how 
this has happened. Our sole duty is 
to rejoice in the fact and thank God 
who permitted it all to happen. 

Aren’t you glad to be serving a God 
of power? Many of you have felt, in 
a small measure, some of this great 
power. All of us expect to feel the full 
force of it not many days hence. 
Thank God for the hope that springs 
eternal in the hearts of all, the hope 
that we will one day lay aside this ves- 
ture of mortality and be clothed with 
life and immortality.

“But now is Christ risen from the 
dead and become the first fruits of 
them that slept,” 1 Cor. 15:20. 


More than nineteen hundred years 
ago after a week end of startling 
events and strange happenings in and 
around the city of Jerusalem, early on 
the morning of the first day of the 
week, two women made their way to 
the tomb of Him who had been ha- 
rassed, criticized, persecuted, beaten, 
and finally crucified. It would seem a 
very unpopular thing for one to seek 
the tomb of one who had come pur- 
porting to take over the kingdom of 
Israel, but had died in shame and dis- 
grace in the eyes of the world; but the 
love for Him had not died in the 
breasts of these two faithful follow- 
ers and they made their way to His 
tomb, hoping to be able to pay some 
further honors to the body of Him 
whom they loved. 


But behold, He was not there. The 
sepulchre was empty, and they heard 
the startling question, “Why seek ye 
the living among the dead?” Yes, He 
was risen “from” the dead, just as 
those who are faithful in following 
Him, even though their short span of 
life upon this earth may not last until 
His coming, will some day be raised 
“from” the dead. Thank God, those 
who are faithful will come out from 
among those who have not known 
Him, and will share in the glory of 
this first Easter morning. 

There are still some who question 
the advisability of Christians cele- 
brating Easter, because of its former 
connection with the Easter goddess; 
but it is not Easter that we are cele- 
brating, rather the resurrection of our 
Lerd Jesus Christ from the dead. 

At the time of His crucifixion and 
burial, very few seemed to care. Not 
many followed His striped and 
pierced body to that lonely sepulchre. 
Not many went to see about Him, not 
many seemed to care; but now, after 
nineteen hundred years have passed 
by, the whole world celebrates Easter 
by looking back toward that empty 
tomb. Not only America and_ the 
European countries, but in Africa, 
China, and India, there are tens of 
thousands who remember the resur- 
rection of our Lord and celebrate that 
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day with great joy. But it should not 
be only a day of celebration. It ought 
to be celebrated three hundred sixty- 
five days in every year, and for this 
special year we would have an extra 
day to celebrate it. 


The resurrection of Christ is the 
hope of the Christians of all nations 
in every time of trial and test and 
heartache and trouble. Many of us 
have had to lay some of our little ones 
in the cold grave. Some have left a 
father, mother, husband, wife, brother 
or sister, possibly during this year, in 
a fresh grave in the cemetery; but 
thank God, there is coming a time 
when the graves will break, the dead 
in Christ will rise from among the 
dead and we’ll go up to meet Him 
who arose on the first Easter morning. 


Some have criticized our people for 
getting new outfits at Easter time; 
but, after all, these new hats, dresses, 
coats, and suits are very appropriate 
at the time of the year if they are 
worn in the right spirit and not as a 
dress parade to try to outshine the 
other fellow. It was at this time that 
Jesus took on His new body. It is at 
this season of the year that the flow- 
ers and shrubbery begin to put on 
their coat of many colors. The blos- 
soms break forth with their fragrance 
and the birds sing. All seem to be 


celebrating the resurrection of Christ. 


No doubt, there were many then 
and even now there are some who 
would change many things concern- 
ing His death and resurrection if if. 
were in their power. Many would ii 
to dispute His death; but He had a 
public trial, He was sentenced public- 
ly, and was crucified in the open. 
They pierced His side to be sure He 
was dead. They laid Him in the sep- 
ulchre and put a seal on it and made 
it just as sure as they could; but since 
they took the pains to be sure that He 
was dead and to leave plenty of proof 
of this fact, God took pains to leave 
plenty of proof of His resurrection. 
The sepulchre was empty. Our Lord 
Himself appeared. He showed them 
His pierced hands and His pierced 
side. He appeared not to two or three 
as sufficient witnesses for the Chris- 
tians, but to the scores and to the 
hundreds. Then, as further evidence 
of His resurrection, on the day of 
Pentecost, He sent the promised Holy 
Ghost that He had told His disciples 
that when He went to the Father He 
would send back to them. 

Yes, Christ has risen from the dead 
and is alive forevermore. Let all the 
earth rejoice. |

One of the important parts of the 
work of the Church of God in the Re- 
public of Haiti is the care of fifty-five 
orphaned and homeless. children. 
These little waifs were picked up from 
the streets and roads and country 
where they were literally starving to 
death, many of them undernourished 
and diseased already almost unto 
death. 

When Brother J. H. Walker and 
Brother E. C. Clark and the writer 
were in Haiti recently, on business for 
the Church, we visited the orphanage 
and it is heart-touching and interest- 
ing to hear these little fellows speak 
and sing both in French and English. 
Little Mary Rose, who is five years of 
age, but looks like she might not be 
more than three, with such slender 
limbs until they do not look as if they 
would be able to bear her about, can 
sing the songs from memory and give 
recitations that are quite surprising. 

If you could visit this orphanage 
one time, and hear the children speak 
and sing, I believe you would realize 
that what you have given toward this 
worthy project is truly lending to the 
Lord, and I believe you would feel that 
you are already repaid; at least those 
of us who were there feel that way 
about it. 

At the close of the program all of 
them sang together, “I Know the 
Lord Will Make a Way for Me” in 
English, and you could tell from the 
sparkle in their little eyes that they 
felt that God through us would con- 
tinue to make a way for them. 

We have pveen renting a piace for 
this orphanage but are trying now to 
find a proper location and arrange 
to buy a place for them. I feel like if 
I had three or four thousand dollars, 
one of the best investments I could 
make would be to purchase a piece of 
land and build a real home to care 
for these and other starving children 
in Haiti.

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Personal Work

The importance of personal work 
cannot be overestimated. The study of 
Personal Soul-Winning by William 
Evans, and a close observation of Bib- 
lical characters give us proof of that 
fact. It was the method of Jesus in 
His dealing with Nicodemus, John 3; 
the woman at the well, John 4; the 
man at the pool, John 5:16, 19. It was 
the method used by the apostles and 
the early Church, and it is the work 
needed now if many souls are to be 
reached and won. 

This age necessitates heart-to-heart 
methods, woman to woman and man 
to man, in order to reach people in 
every vocation. It is true that the Holy 
Spirit will convict men and women 
of sin, but He needs our help in 
reaching the lost and inducing them 
to act after they are convicted. Most 
people are already convicted and 
realize the need of salvation, but the 
greatest difficulty is getting them to 
accept it. As Christians, we should 
assume this responsibility. 


We are living in a day of trouble, 
war, and great activity, when there 
are many things that prevent people 
from desiring or even thinking of the 
spiritual life. As never before it seems 
that it is more essential that we go 
out and compel them to come in. I 
am afraid that in our revivals we 
leave too much to “general results,” 
and not enough to “specific results.” 
The old motto of the Gideons is good 
for us all: “And they stood every man 
in his place round about the camp.” 
If we desire to see our friends saved, 
we will help the Lord, not only by 
prayer, singing, and other work in 
the church, but by aiding Him 
through personal contact. 

If we are to impress people and lead 
them to Christ, there are a few things 
necessary on our part. We are to have 
a definite experience with Christ our- 
selves. Paul gave us this testimony in 
2 Timothy 1:12: “I know whom I 
have believed and am persuaded that 
he is able to keep that which I have 
committed unto him against that day.” 
In order to have real success in per- 
sonal work, one must be filled 
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with the Spirit and live a holy life. 
As was illustrated by a minister: “Just 


as the telegraph wire must be  in- 
Sulated before it can carry the 
electric message, so the Christian 


must be insulated from his old life of 
sin before he can carry the gospel 
message to lost souls.” Again, Paul 
teaches in Romans 9:2,3, that a 
yearning to love for souls to be saved 
is needed. Christ had a burning love 
for souls. Evans said, “The secret of 
success is here.” It seems few 
people realize that a soul unsaved is 
lost and that he may be held respon- 
sible for him. Read Ezekiel 33:8, 9. 


Truly a working knowledge of the 
Bible is needed, for it is God’s work, 
not man’s, that is used by the Holy 
Ghost in the saving of a soul. With a 
thorough knowledge of the Bible one 
should be able to show a man his need 
of a savior, and Jesus is that Savior. 
He should show the sinner how to 
make Jesus his Savior, and help him 
to meet the difficulties in the way of 
his accepting Christ. 


A prayer life is necessary. The in- 
dividual that would have real success 
as a personal worker must live a life 
of prayer, and be filled with the Holy 
Ghost. There is a special need of 
emphasizing this fact. We need to 
realize more than ever that faith 
in God and a constant waiting in 
prayer on the Lord are necessary. In 
connection with this thought, I sug- 
gest some things for which we need 
to pray as given in “Index for Personal 
Workers,” New Standard Reference 
Bible: 


“First, pray, ‘Lord, give me “gettin 
up” grace,’ that is, courage to confess 
Christ. Ephesians 6:15. 

“Second, pray, ‘Lord, give me walk- 
ing grace.’ Proverbs 3:6. 

“Third, pray, ‘Lord, direct me to the 
right person.’ Proverbs 6:22; Acts 
8:29. 

“Fourth, pray, ‘Lord, show me what 
to say.’ James 1:5; Isaiah 50:4. 

“Fifth, pray, ‘...God... give power 
to what is said.’ ”
